The Chronicles of a Turtle. 
We were shown to-day, by Mr. Andrew 
U. Remington, a turtle shell bearing the 
following inscription: “C. It. 1800.” The 
turtle was found the 4ih day of August 
upon the Remington farm, is of the wood 
turtle species, and when found bad been 
dead but a short time, as the body was in 
the shell and bat slightly decomposed. The 
inscription was evidently made by Mr. 
Caleb Remington (father bf Andrew), who 
at that time was 16 years of age. The 
carving of the letters correspond exactly 
with others which he made later in life. 
This would make his turtleship at least 78 
years of age at death. But the strangest 
part of the affair is that atter more than 
three-fourths of a century the turtle should 
have been found upon the same farm 
where he received the first date of finding.

Judge 
Jewett, of Chicago, who was an intimate 
friend of hts, says that he has seen him 
dash into a crowd where two powerful 
men were fighting, and, faking each by 
the collar, hold them out at arms’ length 
in the most helpless aud ridiculous posi­ 
tion.
